T[m is & Edd largely unworbed. There are 
general troafcis^ for all Sootland ; lab-ero is a 
oarefully prepared paper by Rev, W- M, 
Steven, B-D., an "The Names of the Paari&h of 
KUsytlh" (1897); and there have been a nimn- 
bcir of lEtcrestlTig aflid scliolarly iurtlclea in the 
Stirling iLowapapora, & BHidlj fugitive, metiiod of 
publioation. Otherwise, we seem as yet to 
nave almost nothing. But tlie fidd, thoi^h, ao 
Wgely unworked, is fairly nuiiiageJtbEo. There 
are probably not many more than 4(X) names in 
Stirlingshire whioh have any speoiai distinction 
or jnt^mst about thieiiL. And yotj the field ia 
bigger th&n cne ini^t iihiuk. Most of ii^, I 
at leiasb speak for my&elf, wilt have had but 
hazy notdoos of the e^aot Umita of our altire. 
I wonder, for insban,oe>, how many of our 
average East &ti rlilL^hire people reniem.bea' 
tha,ti our eturs icolades Stnmaahlaehar on Loob 
Eatriiie, ajid s^veraJ IskLnida on Loob Loinond. 
Our first neocBsity, therefore, ia a proper muip; 
and tltat is rather bard to get- Tbcne does 
itot seem to be ajiy good separorte man of Stir- 
Kngshine ; the Ordnanoe Siirvey ahie-ets are 
CTimberaome and expieuaive; the beet avail- 
able ordiiiarv map ia JoImstQii'ia 3 milaa -bo 
an inch map of Scotland, ghee-b 6; buit that 
omits many minn>r namas, nor does it inoliidie 
the extreTTie' West. I adibero shriotly in tJiie 
papej to the boundaries laid down iu. Joim- 
flton's map. That nieaiLs that tii« regioiii 
around Alra is now iit Perthshire, n'^hiL'st the 
Kmita of our ohh Elbin? itow extemd a gw>d way 
umih of Bridge of Allan. 

Even. irhEjti we have got tiie btsb available 
map a.i]d etudiEMl it with care, wo are im.- 
miodiateJv Oolifronted wifih twc* somewhait 
aeriona disiidvaiitagoa: — (1) The DiSeuUi/ vf 
procuring Old Forms or Spellings of the Kamet. 
EveryoTLo who tehes ail interest in this subject 
know-B full well that, in many csLaea, it is itn" 
poaible U> feed certain about tli*' metm-iins of 
a nanU), uad-eoB we can adduce its old fomv. 
Heire. even, our oldest maps, lik^ tJiat of 
Timol-ky Poat, are of Kttle help, for 1620, 
whjplb is approaimately Point' s date' » lat^i ■^mo.

W© have, therefore, to full ba^k 
upon ilie Abhev CliaTt*?i™, OUT gre«t Ewoirpe of 
iiifcmnfttioii for old Scattiflh, namea, and now 
all [iniitrd far us (though as a rule mi^iprably 
editi^d) f!irf>uBb tlve m»iiificM?iice of the Bsinna-

One liattLrally tU-rns fiiist. to th« CSiartefs of 
Oijnb«»ke-inipth. whioh, by tJie way. ftra betttr 
edited tli-iii thoao of aJnuost any other Abbey, 
ttidinks to the l«t»ocrs ai tbo lat^ Dr Fraaer. 
But tile re^t, for lis, is dccid«dly disappoint- 
ing. No doubt a good deaJ owing to my own 
IgiioTanoe, I bare aiJy h<fon a-bJe to idijtitify 
*bout 30 names in, tie Ctiinbuskenjieth Chariu- 
\&ts as exlstinjc in ouar shiiw fl.t t3te present day, 
nil of them in East- Stirliagshi-re round by Stir- 
ling, DuTiipaiOe, ajid Falkirk. For the extreme 
west e<'ld wo have the Oartulary of Levenai or 
I^ennos; but Leutiox is ohi'sfly in Dimi barton - 
shire, and I haire bpen iible to- detect but a 
hajidfaJ of rniiT modorii StirJuigshirf iiaineis itl 
the Cartulary. The great Ohairter Book of 
Holyrood Abbey gives us a few names in tihe 
Polmont fuid Carso districts; and on^ or twcf 
may be glfHiiied from the Charters of PaiaUiy. 
An odd throe or four are to b& found in tiie 
"■ Ehoheqner Rolls." now all Tiriiitred from about 
12f)0 onwairds. but th-e StJrliifg RolU are par- 
tLoularly meainw in naniies. On the Trhole the 
R-etUt is a iititle disapnoititing, and crnly too 
ott^u we are Mt to the pow onitoh of oon- 
jeoture. 

(21 Thr JDifficuUit of prfic^iTina iJie ^rti« vf 
nri^jTial PTnnundation. As we Bniall see » very 
larp? pToporticn of our niain^fi aire pure Gaelic ; 
mid Gaelic naiiips are very liable to bo coi^ 
puipt-cd, being either misfvroiiounoed bv un- 
nklllod lips, or nii^p>elt by unJsamed pcins, 
eoinctiniies both. Therie€or& it is aJways desir- 
able and sora-etiduas esacintiaJ to leam the 
propHBT proaunwation from r native's lipe, if 
oertainty is to be won. Not that abeclute txr- 
tainty TTWuld always be ensured, oven with 
that, Gaflio speakcTS oain be- jugt aa pa.releta 
and slovenly aa speaikcrs iSii^lLsh and Scotch, 
and are tjuit^^ aanable of comipting or ignorant^ 
ly peTPert-Ing their own ton^p- This all th-a 
mmra, benauae the ear, not alwarya au 5 ii- 
f&^iW& instimnieiit, is, as a rule, tSifiir orJy 
guide.

RTite hJa nwDrt'lier-tiCiDgu& has always be&n a 
rarity ; but a Ga>eJi">ap*wiiDE native, literate 
or iilifcGrat*, is Badly to seek in these daya in 
any pa<rt of the ahire. A few may still linger by 
the iKinks of Loch Lomond or Lack Ka,t.rinie,t 
though already before, the close of tho l8th 
oentury they wore TainiBhing fast even, there. 
MoreOTer, tht'seare not, as a mle, the diatjiotB 
where tha i iit^rpeetttttoia of the names pro- 
seuta ispecisl diracylty. Iti is iii the Easti^m 
and Southern partdone of the ahire, where 
Gaelio has been defurtiicib for j|eiieirati:oiis, tJiat 
a snre kiiioTvledge of the tPTigin&l pcomLnoia- 
tiori would be tnost vaJwable. 

There L* a gemieiiraJ ly reoo^iifi&d nil's, a rule 
moet> iLseful bo aheck oind gunda one m any oon- 
j'&otUJ'&s, viz., that th^ Cra&lio atress or acoemt 
always fi^lls upon tine atrtribu'tirB -or" arljeotjTii.1

Phonetic Laws. 

Plaoe-immas flie liable to almost unlimited 
ooTTUPtioin ; but the tyro must please ToniievU'- 
ber, tbat anything oannot beoonio aaj-tliiag, as 
a great many even of educated j:»otpl« seem to 
thank. All oDrraptJoDs of pTonuoci&tion arise 
ajid piPQOoed accordirig to w-oU-ktiown. phonetio 
lawg. A. first-hand Kmcwledge of th-e aita ia 
often very useful in the study of GaoHo plaos- 
TLartiAS, trhich are so habitually deworiptive. 
Only, sit'es have ofteia changed heyon,d all re- 
oopnition siiioa tho day wha'n they were firet 
dubbed with a nainip. Thos, ev^eoi more than 
a knowledge of the aite, there is nothinE bo 
needful (for the place-naiiie student as a 
tJiorollgh maatcry of the p-wsible and legiti- 
nmt& jMometio ohang«a of eaoh -trarBDnafit. and 
f'ow-af. Wb&re iitis is remembered & "^s^ 
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nnimi'ber of ttSiI guesses ■will Kflnain for «T«f 
utnattjered ■ and never again will an. -edo^tied 
man yvggest that Biii!iford niay just bo 
" rongh ford," or the ]dke. Wtatever tlbe 
iyro's attemprta at ©tjmolo^ZLng on tia owrt 
aoomilit may be, they can hardly, by any pOEfii- 
hility, he so wild, or show such doivnrigbt 
ignorajiciy of any languagje, as mo&t of th© at- 
t-enipte at «Ftyni>ology in ttio eld " Statistical 
Aoootint of tUe Pari*iieiS of SooUajnii." 

The Peopoeiidn of Gaelio and ot Encush 
Names. 

_ In one way awt wliole study is oompajratiFely 
sdiraple-. For exantinatioa Bhiowa that two laii- 
gnages, and two only^ GaeJio and Knglisih, 
ara amply suffioLciit foir i}hQ rnirayclLiiig of tho 
vast nLiijority of our plaoe-iitLuiieB. A big liand- 
ful of OUT namofi an* purely cojiunoEplaoe or 
of ye-st&rday, bmt. of the reeati nieerly twothilds 
are Uiielio or EiiElish ; and sxy but a very 
sniflJl FraatiiK^li is left to be distributod aJlLODg 
nanietj which may possibly have somtTtihing 
Norsp or Welsh, ao]in?th.i.ne Brytionio ar 
Picti&li or Roman, o.houtj thc'ir origin. Tliis 
wnall Handful;, liowever, includee a. few of tho 
most, interesting nani'es witJiizi tmr bo-auids. 

I liable not -deliberabf^ly sfiirkoid any n&nies 
tihat I haT^o oonie aoroKs, a,Tid T liave dra-WTL up 
a list i>f aboiifc 350. It triajkes noi pTBtenoe of 
b«ng entiaufltjve; but I have omitted very 
fiew known invjiit^s, liiilciSi' tiiey were eitibar 
Donun oiipilaoe aiud obvi-cras English moimeB, or 
else siinplo G-aeEo anas, readily expLoinable by 
aid of ot'ber alnrilar najn^i,^ wMdi are ^veo. 
HovceveTj I fear there musti bo se<reral mter- 
iwtirg ariidl piot.Ua'esquie Qae-Ho appella>tiv«« 
abi>ut Loch Lomondside n-hich have escaped 
me ; and no dowbt tlij^? are a good many otlier 
omi^ona whicSt ueniloue ooopwatoTs will 
gradually supply. Wliat is imrportrtnt. how- 
ever, ia this, that im all thpse ofot 350 na.iiies 
tfhere aeem to be l^ess then a dos«n. Tvliich are 
(»mpj?t*]y doubtful in their mjeaning. As to 
fiJl th^ others one aan at Igb^ mig gpst & 
possible or plaosibLo origin, though very o-ftfoi 
the choioe must be li&ft opoa betwi^e^n two or 
even mora aItortnativp*j, Ta niaoy oases new 
definite infoniniition can alono. enable us to 
deoida.

Gaelio natn^is are found all oirer thtr- ahire', 
and pivppndprate in the whole of tJie great 
section whioh lies west of BajuHTOkbiim and 
Dcntiyii«itili«id ; n.nd they aire t*3- hv fouud al- 
most lULTiiii^d in tikat stretch of ooontry, lo 
milee or sa in lengtih, wiiioh ]ifs betwixt 
Buohiiiian Church Ofl th« south and Invcrsnajd 
and BtronachlAohaj: in the uartb. Eb^li^ 
uanifti finevail fram Stiirling town s&utliiwarda 
beyond Slamfnuiftn, and around Grangemouth 
there are hardly any others. When one 

flanOB!^ Bj-mnid ray own isOxtioular district, tiie 
'alkirk region, the fact strikes one that tii» 
fl;reait ostatioe nearly all haco Keltic names — 
Airth, BaJitaskin, C^lleridar. Dimipaoo, Dun- 
nion>, Kisitiaird: where^as the sepoimte farms 
with rare. MOeptinns (likje Aiiclii;iit<n-r acul Cax- 
muirs) have nariifs pupely Sjixo:i or Broad 
Soots — Middlefieid, ParthGad, S+aiidalan*. 
Woodbtirii, and the likei. Very likely there la 
no farm name in StirlingBhire old-er thaai. the 
13th oeotm? ; CUrnton (E'ddge of Allanl ia 
thn? only funn-nAiTba ttp know for osrtadn to 
bo fls anoiert. th-oilfih it is well known that 
farnia wqt^ abuoidant iin East Stirlingshire be- 
fore tSift 14tih o&attirv was very o]d. &ee- the 
Soota " Effl:oh»?qlWir Jtolk" for 1338. It ia 
ecarofful neerlful to add that <3f oouirse- a iiianie 
may bo a great deal oldjcr than the farm Ti'Mcib 
now bears it. 

We hardly know tlie exa/yt date of th** birth 
of any Keltic plaoe-rLiniina ; but exajjiiiiatioTi 
of tike ia.Ta:.l]able evidence tends to the «>nolu~ 
sioa., that all, or very nearly all, our Stirling- 
flhiro Gai&Iio inajii^ miiist have *'X!Sted before 
the year 1200; whilst, our English names Oinlv 
,iiiBt be^in tio ocme in ahtiiut tliat dat.*?. Well 
ktiown is the fact that, exiwpt in the Lothian 
eeotJoii of old Northnmbria (tlio tiraot from 
Berwick to Edinbiirghl no E'lgliLqli or Atiiglo- 
Sasoti was spokG<n in Scotland at all until tiie 
darpB of King MJaJoaliii Canmorie, who, in 1069, 



PritiOB, EMgBr AtheUHg, bxhA who died iti 1093, 
Throiig^h ■(ihe Normimi Comquiest and tbp indm 
of Snjon nobles Eriglish must now have spreaid, 
sdoivLy yei) stcRdily. w^est atwi iMmt.h of Bdio- 
burgh. But tih& old Gaelio speeoh retreated 
before it v^rv slowly • probably it was still 
commtm all oTpr our shir© in the oentury be- 
fore Ban nock hiirn. 5 and in ths estrprrve iv^st, 
an>tiiiid. Ben Ltmioind, it is nt>t c|iiito diead even 
yet. 

Qahlic NAMna. 
It IB iiig'Iilj' probable tliat aJJ, or nearly all, 
our Gaelic naraesi ©liatied befo(ri> tiie year 1200, 
but of coulee we ara v&ry f"^ from WLng 
abi-B to prore i>t. As matitBr cf foiat only tibou-t 
30 TLairaes m alJ fltro found on re^cord' so early ; 
and even of these 20 seTeral ooine to us through 
Irish, or W*lsh aamaJs of someivhat doubtiuJ 
date. Wfy may alwaya expect, the- names of 
streaimfi to b«> ancient, indeed aborigiriR.! ; it is 
but selfJom that they ever ohan^. Thus vb 
are not amrpriged to find river names like 
AJlnc, Avon, ELud Cftirron, recorded at a very 
eaffly date. I hav^, howeVt>r, oome upon no 
■earlv meiiti-on of the Boruiy Watiej- ; we may be 
alnioBt oeirtiiiu tfiiOit hhB unina is iLiioKMit a.FiL.d 
pr»-£nglutb ; but what it Tneatis ia far from 
olear. A feiw bums b&ar aanbes wblch mmt 
be late, likn Earl's Btith and Gnuige' Bum ; but 
tlufl is quita exoeptionaJ . One marked exoep- 
tLon of Ji ohniigod rivtvr jiaine there niay be, 
ttad that tlue- chief river of tb-p county, iho 
Fort,t. ThiE name aeeina first to- have bc«iD 
given tc thB frith, ard thjen to ihe river flow- 
ing into the ftHtii. 'It first fiiids m^ntiion in 
the po^os of tbe "Life of Agripola," by Tacd- 
tun, BO A.B., as Bodcrtria]*, of wbaoh Ptolem.y*s 
B<»dieria, 40 y^Brrs laitcr, is ^ridently a variant. 
By and by tliis iiajue 6e^tii» t& luive falfen. into 
dSsoiBe, nnd the frith ri^opiifed quit-? a vari-ety 
of temporary najntw like EaBtem Gulf, Frisian 
Sea, Scots Watper, etc (see List). But alreody 
by tibp middle of the 10t.h oentury. the days of 
thiP " Pirtilg)! OiTonicls," wur ixreseiit n&m^ 
oomes in ; for there ^I'e read of fortifications 
madci " un the banks of t.h<? fords of the 
Forthin." Soon thereafter -m? find the naaue 
in a pomewhfit raope caeily interpret-ed gliaae 
an FoirCTi or Froch. which, iltero can be Tittle 
daubt, reprpfieiit the Gaelic words fmT and

Oall&ruiar near 
Fwlkirk, Oambusktiuieth, Larbcrt, SlaraaiL- 
nan, StiiTip^e, and even. StirliiiBiihire, fotmid 
aiiieady im vhe papal bull af 1164 ; also Ffl^l- 
"kirk, -tJioiigb orily m itg origLnfil Gaelic form,

Wbetn ve oojue to apeak of our Engliab 
names wo feel on miwh sniirer gTy>iiinid ; v& Ti&va 
sol'id, historic fact beneatib otir fewt; and wo 
oau adtuaUy go book witb itbany ol tbese 
Bn^ifih naTn<?B to their very cradle, or within 
& fev years thereaftjer. Gaelio was loaiib to 
dis appear from Stirlingishipe, ajid our first 
E[ip:lis^b namo does not greet iib till wo oonw 
oil for a full Qontuiry aft^r MaloolrrL Canmoxe, 
iMid rtsach tJie very tltjDoahiold of the 13th oem- 
tury. O-ne" ouriioius liMle bit of evidnsioe about 
the previoTiB oeiitury we are able to cdte. In 
a charter «f c 1140 wo find the nanie Keltor, 
iLear lArbort, whioh shows that, at that date. 
tiheiiw hiid an y&t beew ejo attempt to half 
anglidze the name into ita w&ll-fcmH^^ m,od«nn. 
form, Tarwtrod. Our v&ry earliest En^Lsh 
naimo oojnes from tibe ssane quturti^'f, for c 
1200 we aud "Stan bus," now caJled Stm- 
I10113'?. which would appeaj" to kudLoate Hv^t 
Htone hoisfts were a a:giiiiicaut rarity in cfut 
nhire. in that j^t^mi-ba.rliarou.'q iLgo. The Allioa 
Sauo^li« is fooind in 1308 as Salechoc, which, ia 
early Enfflish for " willow-baugh " ; our Stir- 
ling; Satiohii? doog not appBao" to hi0 so aiuseict : 
and. Ertraoee to say, I ha.ve not been able to 
trace a aLti^te othior Boiglish nani*- within our 
boimda mitil tliie l3th oeiitmry h olmrM. at a 
oliOBe-, ■^c»pt that t!ie village now called 8t 
NiniMis is mentioned by its tild najne of " the 
Kirketoixa. " ia.
